the Greek and Latin, nor any Interpreter 
that might procure the tranſlation of this 
noble work, until the time of Robert the

Greece, 


Greece f "hi him dCo coy of the ſaid writ- 
ing without reſpec of their charges, which 
he bare moſt liberally. Therefore to con- 
tinue the memories of thoſe moſt lightſom 
Propheſies, to the ſtrengthning of the 
Chriſtian Faith, that feverend iſhop did | 
in the year of our Lord, 1242, tranſlated | 
them painfully. and faithfully, word for 
word out of Greek into Latine (in which
